Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant did not want to discuss which claim limitations were 
distinguishable from the Prior Art. Instead, Applicant argued that the 103 rejection based on Henderson, in view of 
Lazzouni, was improper because: 1) combining Lazzouni with Henderson would have rendered inoperable the 
invention of Henderson; and 2) there was no motivation to combine Lazzouni with Henderson. 

Both of these arguments were previously set forth in Applicant's Response dated 17 September 2004. The examiner 
responded to these arguments in the Final Rejection mailed on 9 December 2004 by stating that: 1) combining 
Lazzouni with Henderson would not render Henderson inoperable because the pixel paper/pen apparatus of Lazzouni 
could be substituted for the digitizer pad/pen apparatus of Henderson; and 2) Lazzouni expressly teaches substituting 
a pixel paper/pen apparatus for the a digitizer pad/pen apparatus in the Prior Art for the purpose of providing portability. 

The examiner stated that we have a disagreement, and the next step is for the Applicant to take. 

As indicated in the prosecution history, substituting a pixel paper/pen apparatus for a digitizer pad/pen apparatus is not 
novel. The Applicant did mention that its method of setting out the pixels on the paper is unique. The examiner 
suggests that Applicant persue that subject matter in a separate application, because the examiner fails to see any 
novelty in this application. 
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
